A Few  Thoughts  Worth  Consider’ing 

“Quality  is  remembered  a long  time  after  the  price 
is  forgotten.”  Buy  trees  of  quality — Good  Trees.  There 
is  just  as  much  difference  in  trees  as  there  is  in  calves 
or  pigs  or  colts.  It  pays  to  keep  only  those  that  have  been 
bred  right.  It  pays  in  the  case  of  buying  trees  to  get 
the  best  bred  even  if  you  are  required  to  pay  a little 
more.
